Connaught -that of President 
the. Dowager Lady Minto that of 
Vice-President, and the Duke of 
Devonshire that of President of 
the Council of the Families. In 
a message tho King “gratefully 
recognized the efforts of the 
society to give ta the com- 
ing generations of , Canada 
a deeper, insight into the stir- 
ring. history of ‘their country.” 
‘The Duke of  Connaurht 
wrote: “I-am so glad to have 
been from the first personally 
associated with this splendid 
scheme of yours, which will be of 
the greatest value to the rising 
generation of Canada‘as well as 
to its archives.”

Stamps Worth Fortunes, 


A few weeks ago a young} 


stamp collector who had been 


about six months at this fagoinat-'} 


ing hobby told mo he hid .bedn 
offered a certain collection for £2, 
and refused it Among other 
stamps it contained he men- 
tioned that there was. a 
specimen of the I851 edition of 
Hawaii 13 cents 

“ What!" I gasped, “refused 
that for 22) Why if all the rest 
was muhbish it Was worth secur. 
ing for the one stamp alone.” 

My young friend's jaw dropped 
when { told him that particular 
stamp to-day is worth anything 
from £75 to £100. 

There are several other even 
more valuablo stamps-for which 
a sharp lookout should always 
be kept. Probably the best-known 
exainple is the 1847 edition of 
Mauritius originally issued at 2d. 
The last price that I saw, quoted 
for good copies of this stamp was 
400 puineas.” 

Another rare stamp is the 1858 
edition of Moldavia 8] parale. 
Occasionally this is quoted at 
£3Q0 a specimen, but the price 
has: heen up as high as £350. 

There are sone early editions 
of Great Britain which may be 
named. The higher values of the 


‘1878 edition water-marked with 


Maltese crosses are all of them 
yaluable, that for 10s. being 
worth about £6 ‘while the 
stamp originally issued at £1 


| fetches from: £3.to £16. wccording 


to its condition. Some of the 
stumps issued in 1880, especially 
those with the rse-on spray 
watermark, are very valuable. the 
red-brown being worth about 
£14 unused, and £12 used. 

A very sharp watch should also 
be kept for early American stamps 
issued in -the year 1845. 
Two very valuable ones- are 
St. Louis'and Alexandria, worth 
about £200 cach, while that of 
Newhaven in the same year is 
worth little less. 

There are fortunes being made 
almost every day in stamp, col- 
lecting, but:there are many more 
that are lost by careless, examin- 
ation of collections and casual 
scrutiny of odd parcels of stantps 
which the collector may be

ANOTHER ” STEAMER 
DISAPPEARS. , 


_ itis not often that a large and 
comparatively new, steamer is 
pested missing. Yet this is what 


has unfortunately Bbappened to 


the Baron Blantyre. She, was 
5,193 tons "gross, ‘and was. built 
at (freenock is 1918, her owners 
being at Hogarth Shipping 
Company, Limited. She — left 
Port Natal on August 9 for 
Adelaide with a cargo of 6,262 
tons of coal. Six days latter the 
s. Mary -Horlock, which was 
bound for Sydney, received what 
is believed to be the lust wireless 
message from thé\missing vessel. 
It ran, ” Baron Blantyre. Durban- 
Australia, cargo coal, meeting ex- 
tremely bad weather.” The Mary 
Horlock herself encountered dan-. 
gerous, seas. - Repeated efforts 
were made to communicate with 
the Baron Blantyre, and Wiréless 
messages were broadcast to all 
vessels between Australia and 
South Africa to keep & sharp look- 
out for her, but nothing further’ 
was seen or heard: of. ber. 
It is thought that the stormy 
weather dismantled the wireless 
and eventually overwhelmed the 
vessel, but various theories were 
put forward at the time. Other 
suggestions are that spontaneous, 
coinbustion occurred in her coal 
cargo, causing an explosion, of 
that the steamer had sfruck an 
iceberg, though the latter surmise

‘U.S. SHIPPING LAWS. 


The news published’ yesterday 
about President Coolidge’s inten- 
tion of having the coastwise 
shipping laws of the United 
States extended to the Philip- 
pines is of special concern to this 
part of the world, besides affect- 
ing the general shipping situa- 
tion. If the regulations now 
operating on-the American coast 
be introduced in the Philippines, 
it will mean’ « check on somo of 
the, foreign ships,‘ calling at 
Manila and other ports, and we 
cannot help wondering whether 
there will mot be considerable re- 
sentment caused. It is well known 
that the Jones,-Bill (afterwards, 
through the Frezich rendering of 
it as the bille Jones. more famili- 
arly referred. to by seafarers ag 
“Bill Jones”) caused -a great 
deal of controversy and much 
talk of retaliation by other muri- 
time nations. Nevertheless, the 
American Government in intro- 
ducing its coastal shipping laws 
was merely following 2 precedent 
set, if we mistake not, by ‘such 
countries as Japan and Australia. 
From restrictions permit(ing only 
to trade’ be- 
tween Ametican, ports, it is now 
sought té have the’ban extended 
so as also to" confine, trading 
betwéen the United States and the 
Philippines to American ships. 
The late President Harding is re- 
cordéd as having refused to issue 
tho necessary proclamation forthis 
extension because he feared it 
mtight conflict with a number of 
existing international treaties to 
which the United States Govern-
